An Interesting experiment in Landing 
a Punitive Expedition—Corres¬ 
pondent's Account.

Shortly before H. M. S. Grafton sailed 
for home she established another new 
coaling record, taking 600 tons aboard in 
a little over three hour*, or 202.7 tons 
per hour. Tho best previous record was 
104.6 tons. 

On October 5th the ship's company had 
a valuable training iu attempting to land 
n puni(ire expedition. A member of the 
Graf ton'd crew, describing the event, 
says iu correspondence to the Naval and 
Military Record: 

“The general Idea was that the Graf¬ 
ton had been ordered to land a punitive 
expedition against the natives, who had 
molested the white settlers.. The posi¬ 
tion of the native village was known, 
and the the natives themselves were 
known to iioasesa a large number of 
mtnlern rifle* and to Ik* full of fight. The 
force from the Grafton was expected to 
surround au«l destroy the village, re-em¬ 
barking ns soon ns their operations were 
completed. Accordingly two companies 
of marines, three companies of blue¬ 
jackets, two 12-pounder field guns, and 
the usual pioneer, nmhulanco and signal 
imrtie* were quickly equipped, uuder 
Lieut. Trye, for the service. 

"The whole force left the ahip about 
8.30 a.m. in a flotilla of boat* towed by 
two steamboats. A likely Spot for land¬ 
ing lurving beeu chosen, the steamboats 
shelled it with their three-pounders, un¬ 
til it wa ^considered safe to land the ad¬ 
vance guard, which was composed of the 
marines, who carried a Maxim gun, and, 
under the guidance of Lieut. Bush, R. 
M. L. I., was soon able to signal to the 
flotilla, ‘All clear for lauding.’ Immedi¬ 
ately the main body were bony disem¬ 
barking the field guns, which, resting on 
two long spar* in the pinnace and launch, 
were quickly hauled ashore. Then the 
difficulty began, for as soon a* a 30 ft. 
high cliff had been negotiated, the fpree 
were in a jungle into which, for some 
300 or 400 yanks, it seemed impossible 
to ttfke the guns, but the pioneer*, with 
axes, saws, spades and occasionally a 
marge of guncotton to blow up n tree, 
soon cleared a passage and enabled the 
force to move on to more open country. 
The advance guard were continually sig¬ 
nalling back to the colmnn the nature 
of the country to be traversed and the 
disposition of the enemy, untilr just be¬ 
fore noon, having secured the Gorge 
bride, they reported the doomed village 
to he a little to the northward, and 
awaited the arrival of the main body. The 
commanding officer, Lieut. Trye and his 
battalion lender, Lieut. West,'reconnoit¬ 
red and noon had a plan fdr the disposi¬ 
tion of the force, which Was at once 
taken up. with the result that the object 
of the expedition wal completely 
achieved. 

“The whole scheme had taken place 
under the watchful eyea of the commo¬ 
dore commanding, Commander Snmle- 
nmn, and Major Chown, It. M. I*. I„ 
who ncted in the capacity of umpires, 
and in their criticism on the expedition, 
did not fail to point out^the weaknesses 
they observed, ns well as to give credit 
where it was due."

Mukden. Nov. 10 (via Tientsin).—As a 
result of the heavy bombardment by the 
Russians, the Japanese have withdrawn 
some of their batteries from the ad¬ 
vanced position*. It I* bettered that not 
being ready to attack they are falling 
back to the hills. 

The Russians gniued great advantage 
when towards the end of the battle ou 
the Shakhe river they recaptured Lone 
Tree hill. This hill commands a large 
part of the plain over which the Japan¬ 
ese must advance. 

Tho operations are about tho *nme 
each day. There is artillery firing most 
of the time.' and frequent clashes of in¬ 
fantry nt night. The soldier* of oppos¬ 
ing outposts in close proximity engage 
in the exchange of cigarettes and other 
luxuries. 

During the bombardment last night 
the Russians threw 00 large shell* into 
the Japanese camp opposite Mnnalon 
hill. 

The Japanese, who during the pre¬ 
vious cannonading seemed to have suc¬ 
cessfully used n searchlight directed 
against the Russian position* for the 
pur|H>se of covering their operation* at 
night, in the exteuaiou of their field 
works, in the region of the railway, did 
not reply last uight when the Russians 
attacked them further to the east. The 
Japanese are notably economic in the use 
of ammunition us though anticipating an 
early battle, when great quantities will 
become necessary. 

It is known that the Japanese have 
placed guns of large calibre in the vicini¬ 
ty of the Shukhe railway station, bring¬ 
ing Schintun, the next station to the 
north, within range of their fire. 

The great precaution* taken by the 
Russians, their continued vigilance and 
disposition of their forces would seem 
to guarantee their army against a repe- 
tit ! on of disasters of enormous magni* 
t ude. 

The demolition of the Chinese house* 
appears to continue only along the fight¬ 
ing fine, where their destruction is neces¬ 
sary for strategical purpose*. 

In the extreme east, the Japnnese ap¬ 
pear not to have advanced north of Sni- 
maclii, and to have concentrated their 
forces in their centre. 

The prevailing conviction is that the 
reinforcements received by the Japan¬ 
ese have been much larger than reported, 
and consequently it is expected they will 
attack. 

Three Imperial Red Cross trains, at¬ 
tached to the Manchurian forces, remain 
constantly in the rear of the array on 
the Fustiun railway, and on the main 
railroad. 

Tlie positions of the armies on both 
side* are little changed, though there 
is continual skirmishing going on with 
the object of securing minor positions 
tending to strengthen the respective line* 
of defence. The Russians are becoming 
very <luring in reconnoitering the whole 
Japanese lilies, some even creeping up 
to the Japanese irenche* and lying con¬ 
cealed there nil day and returning nt 
night. The Japanese have constructed 
Iu many places double, and even triple 
and quadruple, lines of trenches, wire 
entanglements, mines and pit*. 

A Cossack patrol on. November 10th 
penetrated as far ns Hnndiapu, where 
they inflicted a blow against a large force 
of Japanese, and then returned to the 
Russian main line, without loss. A pa¬ 
trol also got in the reur of two Japan¬ 
ese companies moving to attack a Rus¬ 
sian position. The Cossacks defeated 
the Japnnese and returned safely to the 
Russian lines. 

Report* of the grave conditions of the 
besieged at Port Arthur hare reached 
Mukden, and the Russians here will not 
be surprised to learn of the capitulation 
of the fortress.

TELLS OF BENEFIT DERIVED

Auburn, Cnl.. Nov. 11.—If i* now 
known that Julius Weber, hi* wife, their 
19-year-old daughter Bertha nnd their 
son Paul, aged 14 year*, were murdered 
1a*t night by an unknown a**a**in, who 
Net fire to the home lu an effort to cover 
hi* crime. Before the fire had made any 
great headway the bodie* of the woman 
ami children were rescued from tlio 
burning house. Mrs. Weber ijnd her 
boy were still alive, but died almost a* 
soon a* they reached tho air. 

An examination of the bodies showed 
that Mr*. Weber and the children had 
been shot before the fire had been start¬ 
ed. On the boy’* head were several deep 
cut*, and lie also had been shot. 

All effort* to reach Julius W«d»cr, the 
father, who was not thought to be in the 
burning house, were ubnudoned until to¬ 
day, when, a search was made in tho 
burning timbers and hi* hotly wn* found 
iu the bathroom of the dwelling. He, too, 
had been shot. 

The body of Mr. Weber wn* so badly 
bunted that if has been impossible to 
ascertain how often lie wa* shot. It ha* 
I teen ascertained beyond a doubt that the 
women were killed in one room and their 
clothing set on fire, and that they were 
then dragged Into the apartment where 
their bodie* were discovered. One 
peculiar circumstance is that while the 
bodies of the mother and daughter were 
burned to gome extent, the apartment in 
which they were lying was not on fire 
when the firemen broke in. which «how- 
ed that they hnd been killed iu some other 
part of the house, partially burned and 
then dragged into the room where they 
were found. 

The autopsy to-night on the body of 
Mr. Weber disclosed a bullet wound 
through the throat. The nature of the 
wound was the name a* that In the 
bodies of Mr*. Weber and Mias Weber, 
who were shot with a 32-calibre weapon. 
Owing to the fact that Mr. Weber'* body 
was badly burned, no bullet wound could 
be found. Two 22<catibre rifle* were dis¬ 
covered in flte house, but there wa* no 
trace of n 32-calibre pistol. 

The opening session of the inquest to¬ 
night did not throw any light pn the 
murder*.

MUKDEN’S SACRED TOMBS- 


And the Ancestral Home of the Mancha 
Dynasty.

The vast city of Mukdeo, around which 
so much that iuterests the world is tak¬ 
ing place, is a busy and thriving conuucr- 
clul place, and cannot be regarded in any 
way as a military position, writes a cor¬ 
respondent in the London Times. 

The rise of the Munchu power, when 
once it startl'd, was so rapid that almost 
before Mukden, which as a city only 
dates back some 290 years, was built, 
they found themselves master* of Pekin. 

.Mukden was, however, regarded as the 
home of the dynasty, and was regularly 
visited by the Emperors in person until 
about 330 years ago. 

Within the palace are kept the sacred 
archives of the dynasty, all vestments 
and clflthe* worn by Emperors, past ami 
present, and many valuable relics and a 
great quantity of priceless and most 
ancient china ware and bronzes, all of 
which were guarded by the Russians, 
sealed up, and in due course handed back 
to the Manchu Governor-General. 

The ancient books, in beautiful wooden 
caskets, in the great library, of many of 
which there are no duplicates iu ex¬ 
istence, have largely decreased in num¬ 
ber. but many still remain. 

The stories of treusnre being stored fn 
Mukden are, in all probability, entirely 
mythical. 

Seven miles due east of Mukden aro 
about 4 .ihs) or 5.000 acres of beautiful 
park-like forest, with steep cliff* to the 
smith, nnder which winds the Hun 
river. 

Near the centre of this forest is the 
second Mukden tomb, the Fu-ling (Tomb 
of the Blessed, also called Tung-Iing 
(Eastern Tomb), with bnildings and ar¬ 
rangements similar to those at Pei-ling, 
but a somewhat larger grave mAnnd. be¬ 
neath which rest the saered remains of 
No-ar-chu, father of Tai-tsung. 

All the spirits hold frequent and social 
intercourse with each other and with the 
sacred deities of the Dragon Pool cm the 
Long White mountain; they travel under¬ 
ground along the ever-throbbing pulses 
of that Great Dragon. 

Hence the agony of the Mnnchiis when 
It was ‘proposed that the Russian railway 
should cross over the ridge between the 
two tombs of Tai-tsnng nnd No-ar-chu. 
The railway eventually found a con- 
\enient little valley. 

Not only are there the imperial tombs 
above referred to, but a vast number of 
those belonging to kinsmen of the im¬ 
perial family, clansmen nnd high man- 
da riua are to lie seen along the Dragon 
hills for mmry miles. 

The dragon is opposed to fire: thus he 
especially detests steam engines, war 
and gunpowder.

The appended statement made in open 
court by Police Magistrate Hall this 
morning, before the regular business of 
the seosion was proceeded with will be 
read with interest, as it dissipates an 
erroneous impression which might have 
been conveyed by a decision rendered in 
the case in which the proprietor of the 
California hotel was charged with sup¬ 
plying intoxicants to an Indian: 

“Two days ago I gave a ruling here 
ns to the effect of the definition given to 
the word 'ludinn' by the interpretation 
section of thq. Indian Act. 

*‘I held that a half-breed Indian, whose 
father was a white man. was not an In¬ 
dian within the lueaniug of the Indian 
Act. — 

“In considering the act generally, that 
construction, I believe, is correct; but 
unfortunately I was in error in applyiug 
that construction to perhaps the only 
section of the act to which -it should not 
be applied. 

“Fearing that some people, ns a result 
of that ruling, should be fed to suppose 
that they con with impunity supply 
liquor to half-breed Indians, I take this, 
my first opportunity wince discovery of 
my error, to correct the same. 

“I stated the law too broadly. People 
supplying intoxicants to half-breed In¬ 
diana may, under certain, perhaps I 
should say most, circumstances and con¬ 
ditions, be punished therefor.” 

Walter Miller, who is charged with 
stealing a bicycle from Thos. Plimley, 
and also with obtaining ( three dollars 
under false pretences from the same 
gentleman last January, elected to be 
tried by jury, so his preliminary hearing 
proceeded. Mr. Plimley swore that 
Miller, who gave his name as Wm.

Despite hU iron constitution and nerves 
of steel, "Mr. Hohnes” is at last feeling 
the strain of his great achievements. He 
will take a little place in tho country, 
and, with his magnificent record behind 
him, will settle down to enjoy the re¬ 
mainder of his days in the simple pleas¬ 
ure of the idyllic life. 

Tlie bald announcement of his retire¬ 
ment is chronicled in the Bookman as fol¬ 
lows : 

“We hear that Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle has written for the Christmas 
nmut>er of the Strand Magazine the last 
adventure of the famous Sherlock 
Holmes which he will ever chronicle; it 
is said to be ‘The Adventur* of the Sec¬ 
ond Stain.’ ” 

A representative journeyed to the 
lovely home of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle 
to ascertain if possible the reasons and 
circumstances of the famous detective’s 
retirement. Sir Arthur at first would 
way nothing on the matter. It was of no 
interest to anybody; It was merely the 
conclusion of a scries of tale* ho had 
been writing, and there was nothing more 
to be said; surely everyone was sick of 
“Sherlock Holmes.” 

It was pointed oaf, however, that the 
retirement of such a man was a matter 
of great' public interest, and then, under 
some pressure. Sir Arthur talked about 
“Mr. Holmes.” 

"A ma u^,must retire aome time,” he 
said. “He can’t go on for ever. Yes, his 
retirement is now absolute and final. So 
far as I know there is not the slightest 
intention of his ever again entering on 
the.work of the detection of crime. His 
last adyenture will be a strenuous one, 
and* will, I think, be on a level with 
some of his higher achievements. After 
it lie retires for good. For a long time 
he has nursed the idea of a country life, 

. with its simple delight*. He will take 
a little place and will go in for bee-keep¬ 
ing. 

“Is there not a probability that n 
period of rest and country solitude will 
not result in a reaction, and throw him 
once more into the consideration of com¬ 
plex and dangerous problem*?” 

“From what I know,” replied Sir 
Arthur emphatically, “Sherlock Holmes’s 
retirement will be final. He will not

It will be interesting to note some of 
his personal qualities before tracing the 
progress of hi* upward career from an 
unfledged ensign iu 1805 to the present 
moment, when, as ncwly-consritnted 
Chief of the General Staff, the first mem¬ 
ber of the army council, he occupies the 
room and sit* in the very chair of the 
now abolished commanders-in-chief. 
Royal dukes, field-marshals, great per¬ 
sonage*, and lead«Ts of men on a large 
scale have been, his predecessors, and al¬ 
though he may teem to he dwarfed and 
overshadowed by their more brilliant at¬ 
tributes of birth, rank, nnd great deeds 
done, it may be fairly assumed tnat be 
will wear their mantle worthily and ac¬ 
quit himself well of the task that has 
fallen to him, a task less showy per¬ 
chance than theirs, but of equal, if not 
greater, importance as the keystone in 
the arch of an ambitious fabric that has i 
still to prove its solidity and the s- •*!"•*- f 
ness of its construction. He has no doubt 
been handicapped at the very outset by 
the rather far-fetched language used by 
some in describing the post to which he 
has been called and the functions he is 
expected to discharge. It ia no light bur¬ 
den to impose upou a modest individual, 
however high we may rate his capacity, 
to tell him plainly that he personifies the 
“brains of the army,” and to call npon 
him to make a new departure in 'raising 
the intellectual tone of the service, so 
commonly and erroneously believed to be 
generally low. If Sir Neville Lyttelton, 
by the enlightened use of the wide auth¬ 
ority with which he is to be entrusted, 
can modify or remove this false impres¬ 
sion, he will earn a debt of gratitude 
from the army at large. At the same 
time he may well protest against the un¬ 
fairness of anticipating too much from 
him, and of forming an excessive esti¬ 
mate of hia mental equipment. 

Every public servant who ia called to 
high place must submit to have hia per¬ 
sonality canvassed, his more prominent 
traits and characteristics brought ont, 
nnd his general fitness gauged for. the 
post allotted to him. Neville Lyttelton 
ha* some gifts peculiarly his own. He 
has first and before all an extraordinary 
retentive memory. Hia mind ia not only 
a storehouse of innumerable useful facts, 
official and other, but he can carry in 
bis head long row* of figures and accur¬ 
ate details of small thing* and compara¬ 
tively insignificant events. Thus, as a 
yoang man, although no turfite, he was 
ad far interested in racing that be easily 
mastered the intricacies of Ruff’s Guide, 


educated officers to think ont problems 
and control high military thought, with¬ 
out Wing burdened with the routine 
duties that have hitherto fallen upon all 
staff officer*. The third etib-bntnch, un¬ 
der Sir Frederick Stopford, the director 
of military traiuing, a strong tower of 
strength, will cover a grefft deal of 
ground, extending far beyond that indi¬ 
cated by the title of the office, nnd will 
include problems of home deieuoe, with 
the official surveys and reebu'iaissance* 
appertaining thereto. It may he taken 
for granted that each director will give 
strenuous support to hi* chief, hut it in 
no less certain that Sir Neville Lyttelton 
will be called upou to exercise a coa- 
trolling influence, to solve difficulties, and 
give judgment on moot points often of 
great magnitude: his proceeding* will ho 
very closely watched, and ho must stand 
or fall with the measure of success at¬ 
tained. 

For the rest, he ha* much in his favor. 
Although approaching hi* sixtieth year, 
he is still alert and active in mind and 
body. Ho is deservedly popular, and pos¬ 
sesses much charm of manner; lie is 
easily accessible nnd exhibit* no stand¬ 
off way*: of pleasant social converse, a 
good talker, with artistic taste and m 
passionate love of music, for which ho 
has snch a fine ear that he can whistle 
second to any tune. He is well connect- 
ed, of ancient lineage, belonging to n 
family long since ennobled, nml has al¬ 
ways been welcomed and deemed a per¬ 
sona grata in the world at large.

Dr Parkin's Remarks. 
l>r. Parkin, whose rising was greeted 
with warm applause, said that he was 
tuuch obliged t'.* the chairman for the 
very kind words with which he had in¬ 
troduced him to that gathering of fellow- 
Cauadians. lie had been very glad, in¬ 
deed. to accept the invitation that he had 
to come and speak to them for a short 
time about fhe Rhode* scholarships, lie 
would deal with the subject in a some¬ 
what limited way, as he had in the course 
of the next few weeks to make a rather 
more public statement upon the question, 
and it therefore would not* be necessary 
for him to deal with what they would 
call the general ami comprehensive 
aspects "f the question there that day, 
because he had to do that later. It would, 
be thought', be much more in accord with 
the wishes of those who had asked him 
fiud of those who were present to listen 
to him, if he were to s peak'Wer e parti¬ 
cularly in regard to the relation of the 
scholarship* to their own Canadian young 
men. Canadian feeling about the scholar¬ 
ships, ami as to t'he methods of carrying 
out the scheme, had a most profound in¬ 
fluence upon the home movement. The 
first busiucss that he hud to carry out 
when he had been appointed to this trust, 
bad been to go to Oxford to arrange for 
the reception of these young men. It had 
been an interesting experience. Any of 
them who were familiar with Oxford 
could easily understand that when it was 
suddenly announced at Oxford that 200 
young men from Arizona and Queens¬ 
land. and America, and Rhodesia, and 
from the Northwest provinces were going 
to be projected into their classical circles, 
flint there were persons whose nerves 
were distinctly shaken. He could vouch 
for the fact that the .learned men had n 
distinct conception of the Buffalo Bill 
boy, and such like coming to Oxford and 
trending up the -High street. Bait these 
fears he had to relieve, and knowing 
Canada as he did, and knowing fhe peo¬ 
ple and the intellectual fdeas of the peo¬ 
ple, he had fhe utmost confidence in as¬ 
suring his Oxford friend* Hint while oc¬ 
casionally they might send these ernde 
material, yet at any rate they would have 
earnest workers, men who were bent on 
doing fhe best they could—men with pur¬ 
pose and character in them. He felt from 
bis knowledge of the colonies that they 
need have no fear upon that. And Ox¬ 
ford had risen splendidly to tills, and they 
bad immediately made arrangements that 
they should receive these men. Every 
man this year was being enfered at the 
college to which he was put; the whole 
list was now_complete, and their seventy- 
five men would go this year, seventy-five 
next year, and thirty-eight the next year 
would be entered at Oxford. He had 
paid flint Canadian feeding had strongly 
Influenced the working of the trust. He 
bad had his first conference* in Canada 
among people whom he knew, and then 
after having had fifty different confer¬ 
ence** elsewhere, it was strangely inter¬ 
esting to reflect that in the find' confer¬ 
ence which he had in the Martime Prov¬ 
ince. with representatives of Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island, etc., that they really had got 
at the root of the matter.

Iu 
t'auada an* Oxford degree added greatly 
to a man's prestige. He did not, how¬ 
ever. attach so much importance to flint 
as he did that it ought to add to hia 
power. i.Uoar. hear.) Their poor Can¬ 
adian boys had the opportunity of getting 
the best Hie world had fo give. Two- 
thirds of the men at Ox font lived on £250

At Chamonix the season is now in full 
swing and every fine day sees numerous 
parties, flunked with guides, setting off 
at break of day for a climb. The best of 
guides have been enrolled as members of 
a sort of accident insurance society, and 
a fund has been created with the object 
of providing aguinst the risks of their 
calling. It is uot generally known that 
the profession of a Swiss “National” 
guide, us opposed to an Alpin Club guide, 
entails not only a perfect knowledge of 
the theory and practice of mouutaln- 
cliiuhiug in all its most difficult and dan¬ 
gerous phase*, but n knowledge also of 
astronomy, botany, mineralogy, and 
“first aid.” Classes iu these subjects are 
held during the Winter, and the examina- ■ 
tions are by uo means easy. The subse¬ 
quent climbing teatware very severe. 
Etch applicant is confronted with one of 
the most difficult aiguille*, with which he 
must be totally unacquainted, and is told 
to examine it and plan an ascent. The 
ascent is then made in company with old 
and tried guides, acting as “examiners,” 
and it is only when the latter are en¬ 
tirely satisfied with the theoretical and 
ptfftTtcnl mountain-work of the applkiaut 
that he is passed a* a guide. At the re¬ 
cent examination for National Guides at 
Chamonix only sixteen out of a large 
number succeeded in passing. 

This Year’s Avalanches. 

TJie Swiss government's list of serious 
avalanches iu the Alps during the first 
half of the year uumbers no fewer than 
2.1HH), causing fifty deaths. According to 
other published records, there have been 
already this year WO fatalities on the 
mouutaius. iududing the Tyrol ' ami 
French Alps, either due to climbing ac¬ 
cident* or avalanches. 

The higher passes, such as the Griin*el 
<7.300 feet) aud the Furka (8,000 feet) 
ate still snow-bound, ami the mail carts 
are running with difficulty through drifts, 
twenty and thirty feet high. The Fur- 
kabtick hotel is almost burled. When the 
eunnnott* masses of snow begin to melt, 
avalanches are certain, and the danger 
will be great. Villagers are now sta¬ 
tioned at various spot* on tho mountains 
to watch for avalanches, and warn the 
villages Of their approach. The snow on 
the upper passes is deeper than ever be¬ 
fore at this time of the year. Zermatt 
is already very bright and busy, and the 
weather and climbing conditions are re¬ 
ported as simply perfect. 

Various Accidents. 

The body of the German tourist who 
lost his lifj in an attempt to cross the 
difficult Gnmchilucko betweeu Kienthal 
and Lauterbrnnncn, alone and without a. 
guide, hns just been discovered at the 
foot of the Gnmchi glacier. 

The Frenchman, M. Dubois, who hnet 
Ids death on the Savoy Alps near An¬ 
necy some days ago, adds another to the 
long list of victims who. have suffered 
through recklessness. With little or no 
mountnineeriug experience, he and a 
friend thought they were fitted to make 
without a guide a daugerotis and difficult 
rocky ascent. The result, which might 
have been expected, was that both fell, 
one a few yards only and M. Dubois 
some hundred feet. The latter broke a 
thigh, four ribs and an arm, and died 
while he was being carried to the hos¬ 
pital. 

One of a party of tourists from Caux, 
making the ascent to the Rochers da 
Naye recently, slipfied nt the edge of a 
precipitous eliff, and fell. His fall was 
^fortunately arrested some little distance 
down, and he escaped with his life; but 
was carried down to Montreux suffering 
from a broken arm and serious Internal 
injuries. On the Saleve, just behind Ge¬ 
neva, a young Frenchman the other day 
missed his footing while attempting to 
descend the Grapd Gorge, and was ter¬ 
ribly hurt. 

The victim of the Baentis accident last 
week was a young tourist from Zurich 
named Waelli. His body, buried in the 
snow, has been re<«overed, shockingly 
disfigured; it is clear that death must 
have been instantaneous, as the unfor¬ 
tunate man’s fall was an almost sheer 
drop of over 200 feet. 

A Young Genevese’s Feat. 

The Grand Charmos, one of the many 
difficult and dangerous aiguilles round 
Chamonix, which none but tried climb¬ 
er* ever care to attempt, was success¬ 
fully climbed on the 10th< by a young 
Genevese, a lad of seventeen, Pierre 
Meltzer, with two friends and without 
guides. The feat, even with skilled at¬ 
tendants, is a difficult one, and the young 
Swiss, who is well known as a clever 
climber, must possess the attributes of 
the born guide iu no ordinary degree. The 
first ascent this season of the Ruinette 
(11,800 feet) has just been made by a 
Stuttgart gentleman, Mr. Meydiug. The 
arete was found to be extremely difficult, 
owing to the state of the anow. The pary 
performed the traverse*, ascending from 
Fionnay and coming down by tho Stockle 
glacier to Zermatt. Another haznrdoul 
climb is that of the Grand Combin, the 
traversee of which wag successfully ac¬ 
complished hy Mr. Parker on July 4th. 
The snow was good, but tho mur de la 
cote presented difficulties which almost 
baffled the most determined attempts of 
the climbers, and delayed them for over 
two hours. The view of the entire Alps 
from the summit was superb, and the 
weather perfect. Mr. Parker also made 
a 'successful ascent" of Mont Plenreur a 
fortnight ago. At Champery great ac¬ 
tivity In climbing circles prevails, and 
aeveral ascents of the tiring and ordnona 
Dent dn Midi have been made. Four 
psties from Chamonix also succeeded In 
reaching the summit of Mont Blanc last 
week.
